Dear Mr. Lazar: 

Reference is made to your Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA) request dated March 9, 1995, and received in this office 
March 17, 1995. 

A search of the indices to the Central Records System 
(CRS) as maintained by the New York Office of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation (FBI) disclosed material consisting of 129 pages 
responsive to your FOIA request. 

Enclosed are all 129 pages of the above-mentioned 
material. Excisions have been made on these 129 pages to protect 
information which is exempt from disclosure pursuant to the 
following subsections of Title 5, United States Code, Section 
552: 


(b)(1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria 

established by an Executive order to be kept 
secret in the interest of national defense or 
foreign policy and (B) are in fact properly 
classified pursuant to such Executive order 

(b)(2) related solely to the internal personnel rules 
and practices of an agency 

(b)(7) records or information compiled for law 

enforcement purposes, but only to the extent 
that the production of such law enforcement 
records or information 
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(C) could reasonably be expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy 

(D) could reasonably be expected to disclose the 
identity of a confidential source, including a 
State, local, or foreign agency or authority or 
any private institution which furnished 
information on a confidential basis, and in the 
case of record or information compiled by a 
criminal law enforcement authority in the 
course of a criminal investigation, or by an 
agency conducting a lawful national security 
intelligence investigation, information 
furnished by a confidential source, 

You may appeal this denial by writing to the 
Co-Director, Office of Information and Privacy, United States 
Department of Justice, Flag Building, Suite 570, Washington, D.C. 
20530, within thirty (30) days from receipt of this letter. The 
envelope and the letter should be clearly marked "Freedom of 
Information Appeal" or "Information Appeal." Please cite the name 
of the office to which your original request was directed.

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE BULLETIN 

The "New York Daily News" of January 20, 
1959, in the above referred to articles by DAVID BURK 
states in part: 


"The hatemongers I sought out have been 
less discreet. The connection with an established 
regime is too good for their egos to be hidden. Men 
like James H. Madole, the Basilisk-eyed, stiff 
jointed leader of Manhattan's National Renaissance 
Party, boasted of 'meeting regularly with the Arabs '" 

In t'ne "New York Daily News" of January 21, 
1959, in the above referred to articles by DAVID BURK 
states in part: 



"Manhattan's James H. Madole, one of the 
several petty fuehrers who strut around the U.S. 
produced an ingenious sidestep. At a meeting held 
in the Nola Studios above Steinway Hall, 113 V. 

5?th St., he charged (and repeated in a leaflet priced 
at a modest 25i a copy) that Atlanta's Jews had 
blown up their own synagogue. 

"Titled 'The Untold Facts Behind the 
Synagogue Bombing' Madole said it 'had set off a chain 

reaction from President Elsenhower - to five unemployed 

nationalists who were being legally crucified --- to appease 
the Jewish vote. An unprecented wave of publicity 
has swept the entire United States calling for the 
suppression of all hate literature.' 

"By 'hate literature' Madole explained, he 
means 'any publication which ha3 the temerity to 
criticize the un-American activities of the Jew and 
Ills raultimlllion-dollar propaganda agencies'. 

"Let us, Madole continued, 'analyze the 
facts. Which group has gained more from the veritable 
epidemic of bombings and dynamitings culminating 
Atlanta explosiion?' 
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"The dynamitings in Clinton, Nashville, Jacksonville, 
Miami and other Southern cities, Madole said, have been used 
by the Jewish press 'to rally Catholics and Protestant 
clergy behind the fundamentally Jewish - sponsored drive 
for complete racial integration’. 

"Moreover he added, 'reports of bomb threats and the 
wave of violence, bombings and hate literature* around 
the country brought pledges of Increased contributions to 
support the American-Jewish Committee and the 'B'nai B’rith', 

"Quite obviously said Madole vfoo stareB as he 
talks, with wide eyes that never flicker and seem to be 
focused on outer space,' the Jews were the only groro to 
gain, both financially and economically, from the dynamitings. 
No sane American nationalist could expect anything but the 
interventions of federal authorities, a tidal wave of 
investigations, and unfavorable publicity in the national 
press'. 


"However, laments the, wild eyed fuehrer, since 
Atlanta's Mayor WILLIAM B. HARTSFIELD, Police Chief HERBERT 
JENKINS and Prosecutor PAUL WEBB 'are part of the Jewish 
fifth column in the Deep South—-political traitors kept 
in power by the wealthy Jewish community—-to open the 
door to racial integration who can expect justice. 

"Another Madole leaflet lashes out at F.B.I, 

Chief J, Edgar Hoover's book on Comraunistii in the U.S., 'Masters 
of Deceit'. ( 'One of the top propaganda lines of the hate 
groups, alongside their plugging of the Nasser cause, is one 
developed by Co .Dels in the 30s, Communism, goes the slogan 
backed up by a grab bag of fractured history, sociology and 
other sciences, is Jewish «)• 
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* . "Forcharge in his book as ’one 

of the most malicious myths that has developed in the United 
States’, Hoover is fingered by Madole as 'American’s foremost 
master of deceit' who must be 'planning to retire soon and 
wants to assure either a good job in the business world or a 
nice fat ADL (Anti-Defamation League) check' . 

"Madole, who periodically drops into burlesque- 
stage Jewish accents to wring .a chucteie from his small audiences 
(of the 50 present Nov: l4, Madole claimed 'many are Jews, 
secret agents and reporters') then swung into his Arab routine. 

"We must get together with the Arabs', he asserted. 

'We have a common cause. We are anti-Jew. Nasser has sworn 
to get rid of all Egypt's Jews but his policy hasn't succeeded 
yet. There are still 25,000 of them there'. 

"But it's only a matter of time. I 3ee some of 
these Arabs regularly and you can take that as a fact. 

"If anyone wanted fuller information on that subject, 
he said, there wet\- oomc leaflets on the table at the back 
of the hall. Tberv.’ ->c;re i ndeed. Leaflets titled, 'Murder, 

Rape and Devastation‘ (by lSF&eT"in Gaza), 'The story of 
Zionist Espionage in Egypw 1 , 'GAMAL AEBUL NASSER','GAZA under 
the Zionist Heel', and others. 

"They outnumbered the National Renaissance Party's 
own literature heavily. Each was rubber stamped 'National 
Renaissance Party, 10 W. 90th St., New York 24, NY', on one 
side and: 'Egyptian State Information Dept,, 22 Soleman Street, 
Cairo on the other. 
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"The Egyptian Embassy in Washington and the 
Eqyptian UN delegation headquarters and Arab Information 
Office in New York, all expressed surprise that their 
publications fall into such hands. 

"Perhaps, suggested one helpful employee 
at the Arab Information Office, 120 E. 56 th St., 'they 
find one or two and then have them copied here.' 

"The official, an Egyptian like all the top 
men in this office which purports to represent the nine- 
nation Arab League, thought the same answer might apply 
to Nasser boasts appearing in other racist publications 
around the country.- 

"Maaole offers a combination that includes 
atheism and a party program that Is 'for a dictatorship 
in place of Jewish-controlled democracy* and will 'solve 
all problems - social, economic, labor and juvenile 
delinquency.' 'Our slogan,' he says, 'is one nation, 
one race, one leader.'" 

The "New Yo~k Daily News" of January 23, 1959 
in the above refer r = : ! to articles by DAVID BURK states 
in part: 


"Selim (HUSSEIN ] CAMEL SELIM) expressed amazement 
when specific instances of Nasser's men consorting 
with racists were mentioned. Such as the time when 
ABDEL MAl/GOUD HASSAN- press officer, of the Egyptian U.N. 
delegation, adiresc .'•» one of Nev/ York fuehrer James 
Madole's muck-raking meetings. 
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"perhaps said Selim hopefully, 'Hassan didn't 
lenow who Madole was.' 

"He conceded that the office has a copy of 
the Attorney General's list of subversive, fascist groups, 
which includes both Madole and his National Renaissance 
Party. He also conceded that it behooves a diplomat 
to make inquiries before accepting invitations to 
address meetings. 

"Hassan himself, when nailed on the subject 
during a recent television interview, at first denied 
that he had been present. V/hen however, he was shown 
a photograph of himself sitting beside Madole on the 
rostrum, he went through the rest of the program like 
a man with violent stomach cramps." 
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On April 21, 1958, a confidential source stated 
that the NRP is an anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, neo- 
Pascist organization with ac tivities generally confined 
to the New York City area.

The pamphlet, "Know Your Enemy," contained the following 
statement: 


"We must understand that the internal enemy is 
not confined to the Communist Party as such. We must understand 
that the aggregate of Zionist organizations which promotes 
a world revolution paralleling Communism or complementing 
it as an ally and protector is far more powerful than the 
Communist Party, having the confidence of many of our highest 
officials by holding a terrorist weapon over them."

This japtj'n also states: "It is whispered in Washlngtoi 
circles that tonx Rabb had Sherman Adams pressure Elsenhower in 
ordering Federal troops into Little Rock, Arkansas". 

This photograph of ADAMS and RABB is identical with 
the photograph of ADAMS and RABB appearing in the Arab language 
magazine entitled "AKHER SA'A", referred to elsewhere in this 
report. 

It was also noted on page one of the October 15* 1957 
issue of "Common Sense" that a photograph of SIDNEY WEINBERG 
appeared with the following caption: 

"Weihberg top man in Goldman Sachs, Wall St. bankers, 
io believed to be succeeding Baruch as Jewish leader". 


This photograph of WEINBERG also appears to be 
identical with the photograph of SIDNEY WEINBERG appearing on 
page two of the Arab language magazine "AitlER SA’A", mentioned

This magazine carries a four page article written 
by MOHAMED WAGDI •VIDIL, (The identity of this 
individual is noi own. ) This magazine also contains 
several photographs with Arabic comments. 


On the first page of this pamphlet is a 
photograph of BERNARD BARUCH. The second page contains 
a photograph of NAHUM GOLDMAN, declaring In one of the 
latest Zionist conferences the direction of the 
conspiracy, saying *It is necessary to sacrifice a 
number of Jews if need be to execute a definite campaign 
to gain our objectives/',' 

A photograph of SIDNEY WEINBERG, "who directs 
leadership of the secret Government-in America". 

A photograph of JOHN GATES, "Press, Radio and 
TV Propaganda Director". (This photograph of GATES is 
identical with JOHN GATES, the former editor of the now 
defunot "Daily Worker").. " 

The "Daily Worker" was an East Coast Communist 
newspaper which suspended publication on January 13, 1958. 

A photograph of MURRAY SNYDER,"Television 
and Public Relations Supervisor." 
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On page 3 is a group photograph of " Thousands of Jews 
in New York assembled at the conference hastily 
organized by the Zionist Organization of America 
to support a campaign in the press, radio and television 
on a fancied conspiracy against Israel".

Left is one of his assistants, 
Mr. MAX RABB, Secretary to the Ministers Council and member 
of the Secret Zionist Government."

"Zionist leaders in America headed by 
Nahum Goldman held completely different views; even 
though both agreed on the necessity of having a strong 
Zionist authority In America. 

"Differences intensified in the years following - 
1950; and Jewish elements in the United States found it nec¬ 
essary te reconsider its position with regards to 
Israel. Some veices said, that Jews do not have any specific 
obligations towards the new state and therefore they are 
not required to contribute to it. 
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"This policy was warmly endorsed by most Jews In 
America, particularly capitalist Investors pressured by Israel 
to Invest in the Negev and Galilee districts. 

"These differences crystalized during the last year, 
and became a huge problem threatening the Internal structure 
of the Zionist organization in America; thus necessitating 
quick action to face the problems, at any cost, before It 
explodes.

"As a result of the campaign against its activity In 
the U.S.A., Zionism shivered, and relieved of duty Its higher 
leadership led by Sherman Adams, Bernard Baruch, Sidney 
Weinberg, and Max Rabb.

"Major Institutions. 

"Heading the religious Institutions is the Zionist 
Organization of America.

"The Z.O.A. adopted this name when it replaced the 
American Zionists Union in 1917 and extended iij membership 
to individuals rather than organizations.

"The Hadassah Organ, is a Zionist wauenlB group, aiming 
at domination of America's women. 

"Hadassah began 46 years ago, under the leadership 
of Hezita Zold and twelve other Jewish women. 


"Hadassah started out under the name of 'Daughters of 
Zion'. Its sphere of Influence and responsibilities Increased
